INJUNCTION HAS 
HELPED THE STRIKERS 


(Tty The Associate*) Pres*) 
PORT WASHINGTON, N. Y.. 
Sept. 6.— Glenn H. Curtis, avia­ 
tion expert, 4fbday soared over 
Manhasset Bay in a sail plane 
which on two occasions took the 
air when towed by a speed boat, 
stayed aloft 49 seconds the sec­ 
ond time with the tow line out 
and then gilder gracefully down 
to the w ater again. 
This was 
said to have been the first time 
I marine glider ever has risen 
from the water. 
After the experiment Mr. Cur­ 
tiss expressed himself well pleas­ 
ed with 
the 
result of the test 
made tinder adverse conditions 
with a light wind and then specu­ 
lated on the possibility of ‘air 
trains— a number of sail planes 
towed th ru the air by a motor 
seaplane. 
/ 
Tho theory that railers could 
be attached to a flying boat was 
advanced by aviation experts who 
watched the flights, after E. L. 
Gilmore, chief engineer of the 
Curtiss 
corporation 
discovered 
that the sail plane tugged very 
lightly at tho tow line. 
With the 
sail plane 30 feet in the air, Mr. 
Gilmore found he could hold the 
line with one hand. 
Later when the theory was laid 
before Mr. Curtiss he said he be­ 
lieved it would be practical to tow 
a sail plane behind a flying boat 
at considerable 
height 
without 
danger. 
Representatives of the 
aeronautical 
chamber 
of 
com­ 
merce, announced that such an 
experiment 
probably 
would be 
matlq soon. 
The sail plane used in today’s 
tests, was except for its blunt 
nose, almost a complete copy on 
reduced scale of the NC-4, the 
first alrchaft to fly the Atlantic. 
The glider has a wing spread of 
28 feet, is 24 
feet 
long and 
weighs 140 pounds. 
Mr. Curtiss 
weighs 155 pounds bringing the 
total to 2 5. 
The hull is made of very light 
metal. 
The cock pit is so small 
that Mr. Curtiss could hardly get 
Into it. 
The wings are 54 inches 
wide and the distance between 
the upper and lower planes is 60 
inches. 
The lifting area is 280 
square feet. Today’s experiments 
started with three unsuccessful 
attempts to get the sail plane Into 
the air. 
Each time the fishing 
line used as rn tow rope snapped. 
Failure to rise was attributed to 
the almost dead calm that pre­ 
vailed. 
Finally a slight breeze 
arose. 
After it had been towed 
about a quarter of a mile at 35 
miles an hour, the glider rose I?
